"What happened at Attica 


was despicable," said Fox, now 
a criminologist at Florida State 
University. He called the move 
"an appalling massacre." 


"The state was legitimizing 


murder," he said. "There was 
no reason to kill anybody. An-

of talking 


wouldn't have done any harm 
and it might have saved the 
lives of 28 inmates and nine 
guards." 


"The primary reason for the 


use of force is always to create 
an image for the public," said 
Fox, author of "Violence Be- 
hind Bars," "Introduction to 
Correction" and the forthcom- 
ing "When Prisoners Riot." 


Mayor Kenneth A. Gibson of 


Newark said, "The use of 
coordinated, organized violence 
in overcoming the inmates at 
Attica State Prison stands as 
one of the most callous and 
blatantly repressive acts ever 
carriedmout by a supposedly 
civilized society on its own 
people ... 


"When we look at prison con- 


ditions and the brutal use of 
force at Attica we see the same 
faces of racism which caused 
and then put down with force 
civil disturbances in this coun- 
try's ghettos," he said. 


Rockefeller's action won the 


support of many fellow gover- 
nors who commented at their 
annual conference in San Juan, 
Puerto Rico. 


Gov. Preston Smith of Texas 


said, "If they had a couple 
days and could not reach a so- 
lution, responsible law enforce- 
ment people had no alterna- 
tive." 


Ohio Gov. John J. Gilligan 


said, "There is no way you can 
parley with people on the basis 
of their holding hostages. It is 
important to move in early and 
with overwhelming force." 


"They should have moved the

Dear Dr. Lamb—My hus- 


band is losing his hair. He 
has a constant itch and has 
tried all kinds of shampoos 
for dandruff. He has gone 
to a dermatologist and got- 
ten treatment and the doc- 
tors said he had no skin or 
scalp disorder. Doctor, what 
can be causing this? He is a 
very nervous person and he 
is the type that his body 
needs hair on the head or 
nothing matters. In other 
words, he has a p h o b i a 
against losing his hair. His 
father and family all have 
t h e i r hair. He has had a 
complete checkup. H e a r t , 
blood and bowels are O.K. 
Do you know what is causing 
his problem? 


Dear Reader—No, I don't. 


There are many reasons for 
loss of hair. A c o m m o n 
cause, though, is excessive 
treatment. This includes too 
many shampoos and dan- 
druff treatments. There is 
no shampoo that prevents 
baldness—regardless of 
what exaggerated advertis- 
ing claims you may have 
read. 


Some p e o p l e think that 


baldness is associated with 
virility. You m i g h t make 
your husband feel better by 
telling him that. It is, of 
course, true that men are 
more apt to be bald than 
women. Aristotle, who was 
bald himself, noted that cas- 
trated men did not get bald 
(I suspect this is not a to- 
tally correct observation.) 


A scalp can get itchy from 


being dry from too many 
shampoos. 
E v e r y 
once 


in awhile in medicine (and 
this is especially true of the 
skin and hair) the best thing 
to do is leave well enough 
alone. Tell your husband not 
to scratch his head, not to 
overcomb it, and wash it 
once a week or less with a 
very mild shampoo. 


went rectal surgery for the 
incision and drainage of an 
ischio-rectal abscess. The 
proctologist also performed 
a filstulectomy as a result 
of this c o n d i t i o n . What 
causes this infection and 
how might I prevent a fu- 
ture recurrence? Might this 
disease be a form of cancer 
and how serious a disease 
can or might it be? 


Dear Reader—There is a 


pocket on each side of the 
rectum just underneath the 
skin, filled with fat tissue. 
The blood supply there is 
limited. Just as an abscess 
can form elsewhere in the 
body under the skin, one 
can also develop there. The 
infection is not so obvious, 
however. As the abscess en- 
la rges, it eventually rup- 
tures through the skin and 
drains or it may e r o d e 
through the rectal wall and 
drain into the rectum, caus- 
ing a fistula. Like any other 
abscess, the proper treat- 
ment is to open it and drain 
the infection. If a fistula has 
formed 
from the abscess, 


that has to be repaired, too. 


An ischio-rectal abscess is 


more likely to o c c u r in 
middle-aged or older people 
or those who are debilitated. 
Sometimes they follow in- 
jury, like a kick. They are 
not related to cancer in any 
way.

Recently, he gave up a 
$14,000-a-year civilian job with 
the Navy and plans to buy a 
farm in Canada. 


Why 
do these college-edu- 


cated Americans choose to la- 
bor with their hands? What sat- 
isfaction do they find in swing- 
ing a mop or feeding metal into 
a machine or tilling the soil? 


"I realized I'd never get 


along with the AMA," said 
Plack, referring to the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. 


"If you're not learning any- 


thing in your job, it's not worth 
anything," said Blumberg. 


While most college graduates 


still follow traditional career 
patterns, others are opting for 
a life in which wall-to-wall ap- 
pliances do not define a man's 
success, and security has little 


to do with income. These drop- 
outs from the affluent society 
hardly form a corporal's guard, 
but sociologists and college offi- 
cials view them as the forerun- 
ners of a significant trend. 


For most, the jobs are tem- 


porary, a romantic fling until 
the job market improve; a gig 
to pay the rent and save a few 
coins for travel. A handful view 
the change as permanent. 


"Having more money than 


your parents does not neces- 
sarily make your life better," 
Dinello said. "If I really want- 
ed to be a philosophy professor, 
I'd go ahead!and be one." 


So five days a week, the 24- 


year-old 
Dinello 
hitchhikes 


from his three-room apartment 
in Madison, Wis., to the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin where he 
mops floors from 10 p.m. until 
dawn for $80 a week. 


SHORT RIBS 


This raises problems. How will- 


ing do you have to be? If the job 
is good but the hours are bad, 
must you accept anyhow — or lose 
your right to compensation? 


Generally speaking, the law 


retakes reasonable allowance for 
hardship cases. For example: 


An unemployed woman was of- 


fered a job on the night shift at 
a nearby factory. When she re- 
fused to take it, her unemploy- 
ment compensation was cut off. 


But in a court hearing, she told 


the judge that she would have had 
to walk home in the dark through 
a tough neighborhood — and that 
she had been terrorized twice by 
nocturnal assailants. 


The judge decided that her re- 


fusal to take the job was justified, 
and ordered her compensation 
payments reinstated. 


That does not mean, however, 


that you can wait serenely until 
the perfect job comes along. An- 
other case involved a restaurant 
worker who, accustomed to work- 
ing from 6 a.m. to 3 p.m., turned 
down a job that started two hours 
later in the day. 


"Frankly," he explained, "it's 


just too hard for me to change my 
hours. I'm used to the old way." 


But this time, a court denied 


his right to unemployment com- 
pensation. He was out of work, 
noted the court, more by choice 
than by necessity. 


Suppose a job that is offered 


would create religious conflicts. 
A number of cases have arisen in- 
volving Seventh-Day Adventists 
who were not willing to work on 
Saturday. 


Almost invariably, the courts 


have accepted this as a legitimate 
reason for rejecting a job, with no 
effect on the person's right to col- 
lect unemployment compensation. 


"Work which requires one to 


violate his moral standards," said 
one court, "is not suitable work."

None of the questioning to

SAN JUAN, P.R. (AP) - 


Democratic 
governors, criti- 


cizing President Nixon's new 
economic policy as inequitable, 
have declared that future wage- 
price restraints should be ac- 
companied by restrictions on 
profits, dividends and interest. 


They agreed unanimously to 


present that proposal to the 
63rd National Governors Con- 
ference today, and seek its 
adoption on Wednesday. But 
Republicans can block it easily 
since approval would require a 
three-quarters vote. 


"They aren't going to get it, 


if I have anything to say about 
it," said Gov. William G. Milli- 
ken of Michigan, vice chairman 
of the Republican governors. 


Milliken said any talk of a 


freeze on profits is premature, 
and Republican governors are 
not in any event about to en- 
dorse a Democratic statement 
critical of the administration. 


Twenty of the 29 Democratic 


governors and 20 of the 21 Re- 
publicans are on hand for the 
San Juan conference. So 12 Re- 
publican votes would be enough 
to block the statement. 


Whatever the outcome, Gov. 


Marvin Mandel of Maryland, 
the Democrats' new chairman, 
said the critical statement "is 
the policy of the Democratic 
governors, and it will be pre- 
sented to the President." 


Nixon has invited the nine- 


member conference executive 
committee to the White House 
Thursday to discuss with him 
the economic restraints to be 
instituted after the wage-price 
freeze ends Nov. 12. 


In their statement the Demo- 


crats said the Nixon program 
won't create the jobs the nation 
needs and is not "equitable, 
efficient, and in accord with the 
priorities of the American 
people.

Birth Rate 
Drop Puzzles 
the Experts

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


number of births in the United 
States dropped in the first six 
months of 1971, puzzling and 
surprising population experts at 
the Census Bureau. 


Census officials had expected 


the number of births this year 
would easily exceed those of 
1970. Now they're not so sure. 
And, although it's too early to 
say, they're wondering whether 
an important new trend is de- 
veloping in population statis- 
tics. 


Figures published by the De- 


partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare show births from 
January through June totaled 
1,755,000, a drop of 17,000 from 
the same period of 1970. 


The Census Bureau had ex- 


pected births to rise because 
the number of women of prime 
childbearing age, 20 to 29, is 
going up at the rate of 4 per 
cent a year. 


I^ast year, the statistics bore 


out that expectation, with the 
birth rate showing the strongest 
rise in nearly 20 years—to 18.3 
per 1,000 population. But the 
fertility rate, which measures 
the size of families, remained 
stable, about 2.4 children per 
woman of childbearing age. 


"The stability of the total fer- 


tility rate shows that the (1970) 
increase in births of the past 
two years is not due to an in- 
crease in basic fertility rates, 
but rather to the rapid increase 
in the number of women in the 
prime childbearing ages ...," 
the bureau said of last year's 
report. 


But the six-month figures for 


1971 will change that view if it 
continues, for both the birth 
rate and the average size of 
families will show a statistical 
decline.

Hope, am very much interested 
in the problems of pollution and 
cleaning our environment. My 
husband and I had a recent 
experience that led us to believe 
that other people are not doing 
their share of keeping our City 
clean. 


First of all, thinking the City 


Dump was open until 5:30 we 
arrived there a few minutes 
before five. The man in charge 
was just leaving and said we 
were too late. Although it would 
only have taken five minutes for 
us to unload, he didn't offer to let 
us in.

do. But not being to familiar with 
all of the roads around the dump 
we entered a private drive by 
mistake. When we saw that we 
were in the drive, we started to 
back up but not before a man 
came charging up the drive in a 
jeep, and practially accused us 
of fixing to dump in his drive.

Attica Riot 
Worst in 
Recent Years

In violence and bloodshed, 


Monday's clash at New York's 
Attica State Prison was far the 
worst in recent American penal 
history. 


The death toll of 37—nine hos- 


tages and 28 inmates—topped 
the breakout attempt at San 
Quentin in California Aug. 21 
when three guards and three 
prisoners died. 


Five inmates were killed dur- 


ing a riot of 400 prisoners at a 
prison in Raleigh, 
N. C., 


April 17, 1968, the high figure 
for inmates in modern com- 
pilations. 


Three convicts were killed at 


Hawaii State Prison Dec. 29, 
1965. 
On May 24 that year, 


three convicts were killed dur- 
ing a disturbance at a prison in 
Parchman, Miss. 


Four convicts were killed in a 


riot at the prison in Jefferson 
City, Mo., Sept. 22, 1954, and 
another on Oct. 23. 


One prisoner was killed and 


46 injured in rioting at Pend- 
leton, Ind., Sept. 26, 1969; an of- 
ficial was killed at Montana 
State Prison on March 16, 1959; 
a convict killed at Trenton, 
N.J., State Prison Oct. 10, 1958; 
a convict shot at Florida State 
Prison on May 17, 1956, and a 
convict killed at Washington 
State Prison Aug. 20, 1953. 


Several prison riots occurred 


during these years, but few 
deaths resulted. Probably the 
most serious was at Raiford 
State Prison in Florida on Feb. 
16, 1971 when guards opened 
fire on 600 rioting inmates. 
Twenty-six were injured.
